A nnmber of teams went 
through their spring - train ■ 
ing chores to Southern Cali¬ 
fornia. The White Sox 
trained right here in Pasa¬ 
dena creating natural In¬ 
terest in major league 
players. 

Ed Laurenson ran a base¬ 
ball school at Tournament 
Park. It was sort of a fad 
for the young diamond 
hopefuls to assume the 
identity of their favorite big 
leaguers. Polly Polamarls 
played shortstop hut In his 
mind Arky Vaughan. Bobby 
Doerr was making all the 
plays at secondbase a I - 
though It looked like Dick 
Straten. 

As a fledgling firstsacker, 
this reporter always played 
the part of Jimmy Foxx. 
Let’s face it, Old Double-X 
was my boy. They called 
him ‘‘the Beast” but always 
in fond terms. He could play 
most any place. Catch, third- 
base, outfield, but flrstbase 
was his real home. 

Some of you may remem¬ 
ber a sportscaster by the 
name of Hal Berger. He ori¬ 
ginated the art of recreat¬ 
ing ball games. The ‘Old 
Scotchman” Gordon McLen¬ 
don was good. So was Bob 
Kelley. But Hal Berger was 
the master. 

He coined phrases like 
‘‘thar she goes,” ‘‘get on 
your boy,” it’s a can of 
com.” Colorful, descriptive 
and completely knowledge¬ 
able, that was Hal Berger. 
Bu,t why talk about Hal 
Berger when this yarn Is ob¬ 
viously about Jimmy Foxx?

Editorial

I was quite surprised and a little perplexed last Friday 
when I had delivered to me an area newspaper that con¬ 
tained an editorial, which quite frankly must have been 
written by as many as three different persons. 

Writing is very similar to "fingerprints" and it does 
not take long to follow a person's style, and it is very easy 
to detect when a "base article" has been given to some¬ 
one to read before printing and they proceed to add "their 
two cents" within the article. 

The base article, just as well could have been signed as 
the signature was there, as were the inserts, but the thing 
that surprised me more than anything else in the world was 
the tact of their accusations and excuses. 

The article was full of "alibis" for both Councilwoman 
Maddox and Councilman Wagner, so evidently they were 
pointing the finger of "blame' on these two and at the 
same time excusing them for their actions. 

I carefully went over the letters of resignation of Willie 
Lockman, Larry Bevington, Richard Dodge, Bert Embree, 
Jim Bale, Larry Adams, Darwin Dennis and the resignation 
of Councilman Parks. Further I have the complete files of 
the newspapers of the area and I checked them carefully 
. . . you know I did not find one singe place that stated that 
the employees of our city were resigning because of "Mad- 
dox-Wagner." 

This editorial that 1 speak of, woke up a new thought 
in my mind ... I wonder if they are to blame? There were 
enough excuses . . . maybe so, we will have to watch these 
two a little more, maybe they are a little more active than 
we thought. 


Much More Attractive 


The GOP presidential nominee sweepstakes to date 
finds the two front-runners, Michigan’s Governor George 
Romney and former Vice President Richard Nixon unable 
to button down a potential majority of convention dele¬ 
gates—a situation made to order for so-called "dark horse” 
candidates. 

Republican governors around the nation, who with 
concerted action could come close to securing the nomina¬ 
tion for Romney, much as they did for Dwight David 
Eisenhower in 1952 against the late Senator Robert Taft, 
are not acting in concert on the 1968 presidential contest. 

It is probable that the majority of the governors prefer 
Governor Romney for the Republican nomination. Various 
of them, of course, are well aware that should Romney 
not make the nomination they would be potential nominees, 
a situation not conducive to collective action. 

In California, Governor Ronald Reagan, whose every 
move is that of an all-out candidate for the presidency, 
finds his prospects most enhanced by playing footsie with 
Nixon. 

In New York, Governor Nelson Rockefeller, who has 
steadfastly renounced any interest in being the Republican 
nominee and who has stated his support repeatedly of 
Governor Romney, finds himself discussed more and more 
as a presidential prospect. 

Inject into this picture strong "dark horse” candi¬ 
dates such as Illinois’ Senator Charles Percy and Ohio’s 
Governor James Rhodes, and it becomes clearer why the 
presidential campaign isn’t going into the summer dol¬ 
drums. 

The most important fact which emerges, however, 
from the several -candidacies is that should Nixon falter, 
conservative to moderate elements of the party will rally 
solidly behind Governor Reagan. Liberal to moderate GOP 
elements seem unable to get behind any candidate strongly, 
as yet. If they could, Romney probably would have the 
nomination reasonably sewed up by now. 

’There is a long run yet, however, before either Romney 
or Nixon can be counted out of the running. Each has 
built a considerable campaign organization and each is 
aware of the ingredients essential to a winning effort. 

Interestingly, too, if President Lyndon Johnson falters 
further in public appeal the GOP will probably have an 
even more difficult time in clioosing a nominee—the nomi¬ 
nation itself will be that much more attractive.

A Very Good 
Saving Month 

In spite of the July 1 re¬ 
duction in dividend rates, 
this month is shaping up as 
a very satisfactory savings 
month, according to Howard 
Edgerton, chairman of the 
board of California Federal 
Savings and Loan Associa¬ 
tion.

An unimmunhed 3 year old girl, whose parents reside 
in south central Los Angeles, is the third reported case ot 
diphtheria in Los Angeles County so far in 1967. 

Dr. G. A. Heidbreder, our County Health Officer, has 
received laboratory confirmation of the disease over the 
weekend, and this is the third reported case of diphtheria 
recorded in the county this year. 

The health officer said that "Contacts are currently 
under observation, and that their medical investigation indi¬ 
cates that this outbreak of the disease this year will be 
limited in scope." 

Dr. Heidbreder pointed out that because unimmuniied 
children serve as a reservoir for the dangerous childhood 
diseases of diphtheria, whooping cough, polio and measles, 
the importance of proper and adequate immunization can¬ 
not be over-emphasized. 

Parents are urged to check their children's health 
records, and if they are in need of immunization they should 
visit their private physician or consult their nearest Los 
Angeles County health center.
